The  Coil  Tightens 

EACH  DAY  BRINGS  MORE  DAMNING  EVIDENCE  IN  THE  SOUTHWESTERN  BELL  SCANDAL. 

IN  THIS  ARTICLE,  A  NATIONAL  INVESTIGATIVE  REPORTER  SETS  FORTH  HIS  LATEST  FINDINGS.

Back  in  the  early  Sixties,  a  lobby- 
ist for  Southwestern  Bell  Telephone 
Co.  visited  a  Texas  state  representa- 
tive in  Austin  who  was  normally  un- 
sympathetic to  the  company's  cause 
and  asked  whether  there  was  "any- 
thing we  can  do  for  you." 

"Yeah,"  the  liberal  legislator  re- 
plied, "Get  me  one  of  those  old- 
timey  phones  you  crank  to  call  the 
operator."  Later  the  lobbyist  told 
him  that  one  had  been  located  in  a 
warehouse  but  that  it  was  "all 
rusted  and  corroded  and  we'll  have 
to  clean  it  up."  The  legislator  said 
not  to  bother,  just  to  send  it  over 
the  way  it  was. 

The  lobbyist  complied.  But  when 
he  dropped  by  later  he  said  he 
couldn't  understand  why  the  legis- 
lator wanted  such  an  abomination 
on  his  desk.  "For  my  constitu- 
ents," he  responded.  "I  tell  them, 
'Look  -  that's  what  Southwestern 
Bell  does  when  you  vote  against 
them.'  " 

Southwestern  Bell,  the  third  most 
profitable  company  in  the  Bell  sys- 
tem with  revenues  of  $2.3  billion  in 
1973  has  been  accused  of  doing  con- 
siderably more  than  that  for  public 
officials  who  have  sided  with  the 
company  on  local  rate  increases  and 
against  statewide  utility  regulation 
in  Texas. 

Charges  growing  out  of  a  $29.2 
million  civil  suit  filed  in  San  Anton- 
io allege,  among  other  things,  that 
the  company  juggles  figures  to  win 
excessive  rate  increases,  maintains 
slush  funds  to  make  illegal  campaign 
contributions  and  uses  lucrative  con- 


tracts  to  place  businessmen-politi- 
tians  in   "economic  bondage." 

The  U.S.  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  (SEC)  is  investigating 
these  and  other  charges,  Southwest- 
ern Bell  said  in  an  amendment  to  a 
$149.2  million  debenture  offering 
filed  Jan.  7. 

The  company  said  that  the  SEC 
had  asked  for  documents  related  to 
the  charges,  all  of  which  the  com- 
pany denies.  The  company  also  said 
that  it  had  provided  the  documents 
and  that  the  SEC  told  the  company 
that  the  probe  is  continuing. 

Meanwhile,  the  Los  Angeles 
Times  reported  that  the  SEC  investi- 
gation apparently  has  been  widened 
to  include  similar  charges  against 
another  Bell  company.  The  paper 
said  that  John  J.  Ryan,  55,  former 
head  of  North  Carolina  operations 
for  Southern  Bell  and  a  27-year  vet- 
eran of  that  company,  was  quest- 
ioned for  five  hours  over  the  week- 
end of  Jan.  18-19  at  the  SEC's 
regional  headquarters  in  Fort  Worth. 
It  reported  that  15  to  20  other 
Bell  officials,  mostly  from  South- 
western Bell,  are  expected  to  be  sum- 
moned there. 

The  $29.2  million  suit  (from 
which  the  SEC  action  grows) 
charges  that  Southwestern  Bell's 
practices  are  "inequitable,  incorrect, 
duplicitous,  deceitful,  and  grossly 
unfair  to  the  public"  and  that  it 
harassed  two  of  its  own  officials 
who  intended   to  expose  them. 

One  of  the  officials,  T.O.  Gravitt, 
was  a  $90,000/year  Vice  President 
who  ran  the  company's  Texas  oper- 
ations, which  provide  $1.2  billion  of 
the  company's  $2.3  billion  revenues 


from  five  states.  Gravitt,  who  like 
Ryan  had  worked  for  his  company 
for  27  years,  killed  himself  Oct.  17 
at  his  home  in  Dallas  in  the  middle 
of    an    intensive    investigation    by 
company  security  men  and  auditors. 
It  was  the  end  of  a  spectacular 
career  with  Southwestern  Bell  that 
Gravitt  began  as  a  rural  equiprnent 
salesman    in    Oklahoma    in    1947. 
Associates  said  that  Gravitt's  rapid 
rise    in    the   company    seemed    to 
parallel  the  earlier  promotion  path 
of  William  L.  Lindholm,  who  after 
moving  through  the  ranks  to  head 
Southwestern   Bell's  Texas  operat- 
ions eventually  went  on  to  become 
Vice   Chairman   of  the  Board  and 
Vice   President   of  American  Tele- 
phone &  Telegraph  Co.  (AT&T),  in 
charge  of  the  Bell  System's  23  oper- 
ating companies. 

"Watergate  is  a  gnat  compared 
to  the  Bell  System,"  Gravitt 
wrote    [in   his  suicide  note] . 

The  other  official  was  Gravitt's 
close  friend,  James  H.  Ashley,  45, 
General  Commercial  Manager  in  San 
Antonio,  who  also  seemed  destined 
for  higher  posts.  Ashley  was  in 
charge  of  rate-making  for  200  Texas 
cities  and  was  responsible  for  $30 
million  in  billings  a  month.  He  was 
recruited  in  1951  at  North  Texas 
State  College  in  Denton  and  was 
hired  into  the  company's  first  exec- 
utive training  program.  He  was  fired 
two  weeks  after  Gravitt's  death. 

Ashley,  who  earned  about 
$60,000  annually,  had  been  sus- 
pended three  weeks  earlier  when 
Lou  Bailey,  Vice  President  of  Oper- 
ations   at    company    headquarters

in  St.  Louis,  made  a  secret  trip 
to  San  Antonio  and,  on  Oct.  9, 
set  forth  a  "bill  of  particulars"  cov- 
ering the  suspension,  written  in  his 
clear,  round  handwriting.  The  rea- 
sons Bailey  listed  included  irregular' 
reporting  of  work  time;  probable 
misuse  of  company  funds,  including 
some  for  Christmas  parties;  "using 
sexuaLfavors  of  company  females  as 
a  basis  for  promotion;"  and  proba- 
ble irregular  voucher  preparation. 

A  few  days  after  Gravitt's  death 
a  suicide  note  was  found  in  his 
briefcase.  The  Bell  System  had 
questioned  more  than  150  people, 
he  wrote,  and  "in  doing  so  has 
caused  irreparable  damage  to  my 
reputation."  The  questions  asked, 
Gravitt  continued,  mostly  concern- 
ed whether  he  had  solicited  gifts 
from  subordinates,  whether  they 
"fixed  him  up  with  women,"  and 
whether  he  made  passes  at  or  slept 
with  women  employees. 

"Watergate  is  a  gnat  compared  to 
the  Bell  System,"  Gravitt  wrote. 
After  adding  that  his  son,  Mike, 
should  "see  a  good  lawyer,"  Gravitt 
appended  eight  pages  of  "things  to 
subpoena"  and  allegations  that  be- 
came the  blueprint  for  the  suit 
San  Antonio  attorney  Pat  Maloney 
filed  Nov.  1 5  in  behalf  of  Gravitt's 
widow  and  two  sons  and  Ashley. 
The  suit  is  expected  to  reach  trial 
in  mid  March. 

Charles  Marshall,  Gravitt's  suc- 
cessor as  head  of  Southwestern 
Bell's  Texas  operations,  said  the 
company  "had  good  reason  to  inves- 
tigate what  seemed  to  be  miscon- 
duct by  Ashley  and  Gravitt,  and 
said  those  reasons  will  "come  out  in 
the  lawsuit  later  this  year." 

He  said  that  rate  increases  sought 
by  the  company  in  Texas  have  not 
been  excessive,  that  "the  type  of 
accounting  we  use  is  approved  by 
the  Federal  Communications  Com- 
mission," and  that  phone  rates  in 
Texas  are  comparable  to  those  in 
the  rest  of  the  nation.        cont  on  4

Here's  an  excerpt  from  a  letter 
smuggled  out  by  a  prisoner  I  trust 
totally: 

"Although  Tim  (Leary)  himself 
is  the   authority   on   prison  behav- 
iorisms  and   created  instantaneous 
comraderie    with    everyone,    there 
was  a  severe,  lucid,  urgent  attempt 
to  have  him  assassinated.  Interven- 
tion was  crude,  but  when  the  lead- 
en  hand    of  death  is  reaching  for 
you    there    is   no    time    for  proto- 
col. 

"He  knew.  Actually  he  seemed 
to  know  absolutely  everything.

He  wouldn't 
panic  or  be  irrational  but  like  a 
true  warrior  look  direct  into  the 
faces  of  those  who  would  strike 
him  down. 

"The  psychopaths  lusted  for  the 
reputation  they  would  earn  or  the 
favoritisms  from  the  CDC  (Cali- 
fornia Department  of  Corrections) 
to  be  the  assassin.  But  even  the 
psychopaths  had  an  ounce  of  soul 
somewhere  in  them  -  and  Tim 
would  find  it.  Make  them  glow. 
I  saw  smiles  on  mouths  of  men  who 
never  smiled.... 

"The  'present  tense  Tim'  just 
can't  be  figured  out  at  the  moment. 
His  chameleon  nature  will  change 
him  to  survive  whatever  danger 
he's  in  now.  We  need  to  reach 
back  to  the  'good  ole  days'  when 
everyone  was  so  fraternal.  United. 
Send  him  a  shot  of  energy.  A  dose 
of  love-medicine.  A  positive  chant. 
Send  him  a  ■  little  piece  of  your 
soul  -   wherever  he   is...." 


What  can  we  conclude,  then, 
about  a  man  who  kept  commuting 
his  own  death  sentence,  yet  who 
went  on  and,  in  the  words  of 
Esquire's  Dubious  Achievement 
Awards  for  1974,  "turned  state's 
evidence   in   exchange   for  parole"? 


Well,  what  did  he  actually  testify 
to?    That    attorney   George   Chula 
took  a  piece  of  hashish  out  of  his 
sock  and  handed  it  to  him,  and  that 
he,  Tim  Leary,  proceeded  to  eat  it. 
That  means  the  evidence  was  fuckin' 
destroyed.  Even  though  Chula  has 
been  indicted,  he  will  not  spend  a 
day  behind  bars.  Ask  any  lawyer. 

The  rest,  as  they  say,  is  history. 
Literally.  There  is  nothing  Tim 
could  possibly  tell  any  Grand  Jury 
-  about  the  Weather  Underground 
the  Black  Panthers  or  you  -  that 
he  hasn't  already  revealed  in  Con- 
fessions of  a  Hope  Fiend,  published 
by  Bantam  back  in  July  1973. 

On    the    second    anniversary    of 
Leary's  kidnapping  from  Afghanis- 
tan,   Jan.     18th,    there    will    be    a 
"Wake-Up"   for   him   in   the   Bay 
Area,    including    the    cryonic    sus- 
pension  of  the  U.S.   Constitution, 
the    better    to     preserve    it    from 
further    deterioration.

Marshall,  who  moved  from  a- 
nother  Bell  System  post  in  Chicago 
three  months  ago  to  take  his  pre- 
sent job,  said  he  knows  of  no  slush 
funds  in  the  past  and  said  none 
exist  now,  although  employees  are 
encouraged  to  contribute  to  candi- 
dates of  their  choice. 

Marshall  also  acknowledged  that 
Southwestern    Bell    in    Texas   has: 
done  business  with  city  councilmen 
and  other  politicians  who  are  also 
businessmen   and   said   it  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so.  The  larger  contracts 
have  been  won  through  competitive 
bidding,  he  said,  adding:  "It  would 
be  frankly  insulting"  to  the  politi- 
cians to  suggest  that  they  may  have 
been  influenced  by  getting  the  busi- 
ness from  Bell. 

In  ah  interview,  Ashley  acknowl- 
edged occasional  sexual  liaisons 
with  women  employees,  but  said 
such  occurrences  are  common  in  the 
Bell  System,  a  charge  the  company 
disputes.  He  said  the  investigation 
was  "part  of  a  massive  campaign  to 
discredit  us." 

Ashley  said  he  became  increas- 
ingly distressed  with  the  company's 
approach  to  rate  increases  in  Texas 
after  returning  to  the  state  after  a 
series  of  assignments  outside  it,  the 
last  of  them  as  a  staff  manager  at 
the  company's  headquarters  in 
St.    Louis. 

Not  only  was  the  system  dis- 
honest, Ashley  said,  but  its  con- 
tinued use  threatened  ever-increas- 
ing risks  of  exposure.  He  said  he 
first  broached  his  concern  to 
Gravitt,  then  Vice  President  in 
San    Antonio,    in     1970. 

"I  went  in  and  levelled  with 
him,"  Ashley  said.  "We  talked 
about  what  we  might  do  about  it. 
I  told  him  we  should  take  a  stand 
and  not  do  it.  He  cautioned  me  - 
he  said  he  understood  the  approach 
to  rate  making  in  Texas  had  been 
set  up  by  some  of  the  highest 
officials  of  Southwestern  Bell  and 
AT&T  and  was  carried  on  with 
their  knowledge.  He  felt  we  ought 
to  work  within  the  system  and 
sell  higher-ups  on  the  desirability 
of  greater  integrity." 

Over  the  next  four  years,  Ashley 
said,  he  assisted  in  "several  hundred 
rate  cases"  across  Texas.    Although 


he  said  he  did  "a  fine  job  of  bring- 
ing in  the  money,"  he  said  the 
system  was  becoming  tenuous. 

Rate  cases  in  larger  cities  were 
being  drawn  out.  In  South  Texas 
a  rate  expert  "completely  discred- 
ited" the  local  manager  by  "expos- 
ing the  fallacies  of  our  rate  ap- 
proach," Ashley  continued.  In 
Austin,  he  said,  a  $4  million  rate 
request  was  slashed  almost  in  half 
17  months  after  it  was  requested. 

Local  division  managers,  on 
whose  credibility  and  community 
standing  success  of  the  rate  requests 
depended,  "lost  their  effective- 
ness," Ashley  said.  "Some  quit 
in   protest.   Careers   were   ruined." 

In  1973,  Gravitt  became  the 
head  of  Texas  operations  and 
moved  to  Dallas.  In  early  1974, 
Ashley  asserted,  "I  said  I  wasn't 
going  to  send  my  people  into  battle 
anymore.  Gravitt  and  I  agreed  that 
I  would  blow  the  whistle  at  this 
level  (within  the  company)  and 
fight    it    on    up." 

Ashley  said  he  at  first  received 
encouragement  when  he  described 
his  misgivings  to  his  superior  in 
San  Antonio.  He  set  out  to  prepare 
a  memo,  he  said,  but  "in  mid- 
to-late  September  word  got  out. 
I  had  mentioned  what  I  was  doing 
to  an  assistant  vice  president  in 
St.  Louis,  and  he  warned  me  it 
was  dynamite." 

After  that,  Ashley  claims,  "prac- 
tically every  security  man  in 
Southwestern  Bell  was  on  our  case. 
I  was  told  that  the  investigation 
was  aimed  at  Gravitt  and  nothing 
would  happen  to  me  if  I  cooper- 
ated. Gravitt  was  told  it  was  an 
investigation  of  Ashley." 

How  many  of  Southwestern 
Bell's  44  security  men  -  1 4  of  them 
former  FBI  agents  -  participated 
in  the  investigation  isn't  known. 
But  Vice  President  Bailey's  memo, 
an  exhibit  in  the  suit,  said,  "Corpo- 
rate officers  in  St.  Louis  are  con- 
ducting this  investigation." 

Ashley  said  he  and  Gravitt 
assumed  during  the  investigation 
that  their  phones  were  tapped  using 
a  sophisticated  device  he  calls  a 
"mini-frame,"  which  Ashley  said 
is  widely  abused.  He  said  they 
communicated  during  the  probe 
using    pay   phones   and   talking  in 


code. 

Federal  law  permits  Bell  to  wire- 
tap its  phone  users  without  court 
order  when  it  suspects  fraud  against 
the  company.  A  company  spokes- 
man said  that  eight  voice-activated 
devices  he  called  "pin  registers"  are 
housed  in  the  major  headquarters 
cities  in  Southwestern  Bell.  He  said 
they  can  record  conversations  and 
note  the  number  called,  time  of  day 
and  length  of  call. 

Texas,  with  49  percent  of 
Southwestern  Bell's  more  than  12 
million  phones,  is  the  jewel  of  the 
company's  operation.  The  com- 
pany is  audited  only  superficially 
by  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission,  an  FCC  official  said, 
and  not  at  all  by  state  authori- 
ties in  Texas.  Thus,  Ashley  said, 
the  company  has  been  able  to  pro- 
fit from  dealing  with  individual 
communities  that  lack  the  expertise 
necessary  to  evaluate  its  complex 
requests  for  rate  increases. 

He  said  the  company's  tradi- 
tional approach  has  been  to  con- 
front cities  "with  a  multiplicity 
of  rate  bases,  up  to  ten  different 
rates  of  return,  and  a  complex 
means  of  arriving  at  rate  bases. 
In  effect,  we  are  armed  with  the 
tools  to  confuse  even  sophisticated 
rate  experts." 

Indeed,  a  memorandum  Gravitt 
received  in  March,  1973,  as  he  as- 
sumed control  of  the  Texas  opera- 
tion, asserted  that  Southwestern's 
"approach  in  the  Texas  rate  cases  is 
out  of  step  with  the  approach  in 
Missouri  and  Kansas  and  that  used 
in  .other  Bell  System  companies." 

The  memo,  prepared  by  then- 
company  Vice  President  J.M.  Good 
of  St.  Louis,  added  that  South- 
western's  rate  approach  was  also 
inconsistent  with  that  of  other 
Texas  utilities  and  would  be  "ex- 
tremely difficult  to  defend  in  court. 
It  is  my  personal  opinion  that 
Southwestern  would  lose  such  a 
test." 

One  of  the  problems  Good  dealt 
with  is  that  Texas  is  a  "fair  value" 
state,  meaning  that  by  law  utilities 
may  ask  for  a  reasonable  profit  on 
investment  after  computing  infla- 
tion. Court  decisions  don't  say 
how  much  weight  should  be  given 
to    inflation,    and    Bell    had    been 


claiming  100  percent  replacement 
value  for  installations  and  equip- 
ment. 

This  inflated  rate  base  allowed 
Southwestern  to  earn  more  on  its 
capital  investment  than  it  could 
in  other  states  while  showing  a 
lower  rate  of  return.  It  troubled 
Good  that  the  company  was  "ask- 
ing for  rates  of  return  in  Texas 
which  it  would  swear,  in  any  other 
state,  are  confiscatory." 

Good  also  worried  that  "cities 
could  quite  easily  make  substantial 
disallowances  in  the  high  rate  base 
and  expenses  and  apply  the  low 
rate  of  return  the  filed  figures  indi- 
cate is  desired." 

The  disparity  between  fair  value 
figures,  on  which  Texas  rate  in- 
creases are  sought,  and  much  lower 
book  value  figures,  on  which  taxes 
are  paid,  also  carries  hazards  for 
the  company.  After  Southwestern 
Bell  won  a  $28  million  rate  increase 
from  the  Houston  City  Council  late 
last  year  using  the  fair  market 
value,  new  Tax  Assessor-Collector 
Gary  Webb's  staff  disallowed  much 
of  the  depreciation  claimed  in  the 
book  values,  thus  raising  the  com- 
pany's local  taxes  by  25  percent. 

Gravitt  charged  in  the  notes  he 
left  that  the  company  gave  offi- 
cials a  $1000  annual  raise  to  cover 
a  "slush  fund"  of  $50  per  month  in 
political  contributions.  Ashley  said 
the  raises  were  given  to  142  com- 
pany executives,  including  himself. 
He  added  that  it  was  company 
policy  to  place  "key  legislators  and 
councilmen  in  economic  bondage 
by  doing  an  inordinate  amount  of 
business  with  them  -  including 
collections,  construction,  printing, 
office  maintenance,  real  estate  busi- 
ness." 

Cancelled  checks  from  Ashley 
and  Gravitt  to  various  state  and 
congressional  candidates  have  been 
produced.  So  has  a  list  of  candi- 
dates and  amounts  to  be  contri- 
buted to  them  that  an  Austin 
lobbyist  for  Southwestern  Bell  al- 
ledgedly  gave  Gravitt.  The  company 
said  it  encourages  political  contri- 
butions by  its  employees,  but  that 
all  are  personal. 

Among    other    revelations    that 

have    surfaced   since   the   suit   was 

filed   are   these: 
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THE    HOUSE    OF    LIFE:    Rachel 

Carson   at  Work.  By  Paul  Brooks. 
Houghton  Mifflin.   303  pp. 

Painstaking  research  went  into 
this  book  on  the  life  of  ecologist 
Rachel  Carson.  Paul  Brooks,  a  per- 
sonal friend  pf  Miss  Carson's  from 
1950  until  her  death,  used  many 
sources  to  illustrate  his  perceptions 
of  her  personality.  He  advantageous- 
ly used  Miss  Carson's  words  from 
books,  letters  and 
speeches,  personal  re- 
miniscences from  her 
many  life-long  friends, 
and  a  wide  array  of 
photographs  taken 
throughout  Miss  Car- 
son's   life. 

The  unusual  feature 
of  the  book  is  the  col- 
lection of  published  cartoons  which 
show  how  controversial  and  influ- 
ential Rachel  Carson  became  after 
publication  of  Silent  Spring. 

The  author  admits  in  his  preface 
that  this  book  is  more  a  study  of 
Miss  Carson's  life  work  than  of  her 
life.  Miss  Carson,  Brooks  states, 
was  "a  very  private  person,"  and  he 
has  respected  this  privacy  by  not 
delving  too  deeply  into  her  personal 
life. 

Most  closely  examined  is  the  rela- 
tionship between  Rachel  Carson  and 
her    mother,    Maria.    Mrs.    Carson 
instilled    a   love    of  nature   and   a 
striving  for  knowledge  in  her  daugh- 
ter's infancy. 

From  childhood,  Rachel  Carson 
knew  she'd  be  a  writer.  She  proved 
herself  at  age  10,  when  she  won  a 
children's  magazine  short  story   a- 
ward. 

This  proficiency  stayed  with  her, 
for  her  high  school  yearbook  makes 
note  of  her  studious  nature.  Her 
junior  year  at  college  proved  to  be 
the  turning  point  in  her  life,  when 
a  required  biology  course  opened 
up  a  new  world  for  her.  She 
switched  from  English  to  zoology 
and  subsequently  obtained  a  mas- 
ter's degree. 

Her  life's  work  was  scientific  writ- 
ing, but  it  was  her  government  job, 
acquired    in    1936,    that    provided 


a  steady   income  during  the  early 
years  of  her  writing  career. 

At  this  time  she  sold  a  short 
story  to  Atlantic  Monthly  and  was 
encouraged  by  the  late  Hendrik  van 
Loon  to  write  her  first  novel,  Under 
the  Sea  Wind.  The  book,  published 
in  1941,  was  a  critical  success  that 
established  her  as  a  writer.  In  1951, 
her  second  book,  The  Sea  Around 
Us,  won  both  academic  and  public 
acclaim. 

Her  early  concern  over  the  dele- 
terious effects  of  DDT  eventually 
led  to  an  article  entitled  "Our  Ever- 
Changing  Shore"  in  Holiday  maga- 
zine   in    1958.    It    was   perhaps  a 
preface   to  Silent  Spring,    for  the 
article    voiced    her    alarm    at    the 
quickly  shrinking  amount  of  public 
land  area. 

Silent  Spring,  whose 
title  was  suggested  by 
Brooks,    was    a  neces- 
sary   task   of  courage 
and  conviction  to  Rach- 
el Carson.  She  wanted 
to  alert  the   world  to 
the  slow  poisoning  of 
the  earth  and  its  crea- 
tures. 

So  powerful  was  its  message  that 
she  won  both  public  acclaim  and 
numerous  awards.  She  was  most 
proud  of  the  Schweitzer  Medal  of 
the  Animal  Welfare  Institute,  for 
she  had  dedicated  Silent  Spring  to 
Albert  Schweitzer. 

Rachel  Carson,  Brooks  shows  us, 
was   as  concerned   about  the  crea- 
tures in  her  back  yard  as  she  was 
about  those  in  the  sea.  She  yearned 
to   know  equally   about   sea,  land, 
and  air  dwellers. 

Her  death  in  1964  ended  the  life 
of  one  who  was  more  than  just  an 
ecologist.  Rachel  Carson  was  one 
with  nature  and  had  a  reverence  for 
the  awesome  perfection  that  is  na- 
ture. Who  will  replace  her?

THE  FAR  SIDE  OF  CONSCIOUS- 
NESS. By  Daniel  Cohen.  Dodd 
Mead  &  Co.  205  pp.  16  pp.  illus. 


The  Far  Side  of  Consciousness  is 
a  thought-provoking  exposition  of 


new  and  recent  techniques  in  con- 
sciousness expansion,  exploration 
and  transmission.  In  this  book, 
Cohen  outlines  the  state  of  the 
art  in  OOBE's  (out-of-body  experi- 
ences), ESP,  Kirlian  photography, 
sensory  deprivation,  psychic  healing, 
religious  states  of  ecstasy,  dream 
precognition,  yoga,  mind  control, 
plant  consciousness,  and  medita- 
tion. 

Cohen  goes  into  depth  about 
hopes  for  all  of  these  areas  but  in- 
dicates that  real  breakthroughs  in 
terms  of  scientific  proof  are  yet  to 
come.  Of  extreme  interest  were  ESP 
experiments  being  conducted  at  Mai- 
monides  Hospital.  In  the  sleep  state, 
psychic  star  Malcolm  Bessent  receiv- 
ed  impressions  in  his  dream  of  a 


slide  projected  at  a  Grateful  Dead 
concert  in  Port  Chester,  N.Y.,  some 
45  miles  away.  A  control  subject 
had  even  more  vivid  memories  of 
that  same  slide  two  nights  later. 

Of  course,  Cohen  points  out, 
there  is  an  easy  possibility  of  "psy- 
chic leak".  In  fact,  the  author  con- 
tends that  no  projects  being  re- 
searched have  enough  instrumenta- 
tion or  rigid  control  to  provide 
unassailable  scientific  date.  Cohen 
does  think  that  if  he  could  see  the 
future,  he'd  be  seeing  psychic  train- 
ing in  all  forms  for  children  and 
adults.  For  a  factual,  up-to-date 
look  at  the  world  of  psychic  re- 
search, catch  this  one.

Euro -Rock

Three  highly  significant  releases 
from  Europe  this  past  month  mark 
breakthroughs  for  each  of  the 
groups  involved.  "Slow  Motion" 
by  Man  marks  their  fourth  Ameri- 
can United  Artists  release.  With 
Deke  Leonard's  two  impressive  solo 
albums  to  draw  attention  to  it  and 
the  tight  material  offered  up  in 
four  prime  cuts  on  each  side  of 
"Slow  Motion"  and  the  mad  cover, 
this  album  becomes  highly  conspic- 
uous. The  musicianship  is  unques- 
tionably of  the  first  order  with 
lyrics  on  "You  Don't  Like  Us" 
and  "Hard  Way  to  Die"  that  are 
positively  haunting  in  the  tradition 
of  the  Beatles,  Brel,  and 

[cut  to  Germany]  Can's  new 
album,  "Soon  Over  Babaluma," 
was  produced  with  America  in 
mind.  Possibly  the  most  advanced 
rock  unit  in  the  world,  Can  has 
been  experimenting  with  the  forms 
of  rock  in  their  recording  studios 
in  the  basement  of  their  Cologne 
castle  since  1968. 

These  masterful  musicians  have 
been  enchanting  and  spacing  out 
audiences  in  England  of  late  and 
are  ready  to  take  on  America  this 
fall.    Michael    Karoli,    their   guitar 


player,  produces  the  most  unearthly 
sounds  since  Hendrix.  The  drum- 
ming and  bass,  combined  with 
superb  keyboard  and  electronics 
by  Irmin  Schmidt  (ex-conductor 
of  the  Vienneses  Symphony  Orches- 
tra) sweep  you  off  your  feet  and 
usually  out  of  your  body.  With 
Man  here  soon  and  Can  on  the  way, 

maybe  we'll  be  seeing [cut 

to  France]  David  Allen,  the  Invisi- 
ble Tibetan  Opera  Company  and 
Gong  here  soon.  The  logical  pre- 
decessor to  Pink  Floyd's  early  ex- 
periments and  the  least  known 
group  in  the  world  have  put  to- 
gether something  called  "YOU" 
which  is  on  Atlantic  Record's  Vir- 
gin label.  

Since  early  1971,  this  band  has 
thrown  every  conceivable  twist  into 
their  music  and  it  hasn't  stopped 
getting  better.  There  really  are  no 
tunes  on  the  album  although  vocals 
abound.  The  extended  cuts  wash  in 
and  out  of  more  structured  themes 
inside  each  piece. 

The  names  as  usual  with  every 
Gong  album  have  changed.  The 
music  is  more  of  the  band's  best 
material,  some  of  which  has  been 
remastered.  They've  picked  up  a 
slick  Philadelphia  bassist  and  a  fine 
glisandoz  guitar  for  the  Dingo  Vir- 
gin. This  monumental  album  by 
Gong  is  intended   for   YOU.

Ed.  Note  -  As  part  of  our  efforts 
to  reflect  facets  of  KPFT  program- 
ming in  M-90-N,  we  have  solicited 
reports  from  the  Magic  Cowboy 
Band  this  month.  (The  Magic  Cow- 
boy Band  Show  now  can  be  heard 
two  days  a  week  -  on  Saturdays 
and  Sundays  from   3   to    6  p.m.) 

First  we  have  a  report  on   the 
heavy  news  of  the  past  month  from 
Good    Ole   400-pound   Uncle  Bob, 
our  entry  in  the  D.J.  Destruction 
Derby. 

Nerves  of  steel,  brass  balls,  a 
6,000-pound  car,  and  sometimes 
that's  not  good  enough. 

On  Saturday  night,  Jan.  11,  1975, 
me,  myself  and  I  crawled  through 
the  moon  roof  of  my  '65  Lincoln 
(custom-built  by  Bob  Baptiste  and 
sponsored  by  Mickey  Gilley's  Club, 
Good  Ole  Uncle  Bob  Records,  Sugar- 
hill    Recording    Studios,    and    the 
Magic    Cowboy    Band.) 

Running  down  my  checklist  with 
my  Chief  Mechanic  (who  in  real  life 
is  my  Uncle  Bob),  we  found  every- 
thing in  order  and  ready  for  battle. 
I  took  a  look  at  the  motto  on  the 
dash,  which  read  "Death  Before 
Dishonor,"  and  turned  on  the 
switch,  putting  1,000,000  h.p.  into 
action. 

We  lined  our  cars  up  outside  the 
Astrodome,  waiting  for  our  grand 
entrance.  I  was  the  third  car  in  line. 

Then  it  was  time,  my  name  was 
called  out  and  the  huge  scoreboard 
lit  up  with  my  name,  station  and 
sponsors  as  I  rolled  into  the  dirt 
arena  of  the  Eighth  Wonder  of  the 
World.  I  did  a  few  power  slides  and 
proceeded  to  line  up  in  order. 

They  had  told  us  before  the  race 
that  at  this  point  there  would  be  a 
big  surprise.  Big  was  not  the  word 
for  the  20-ton  tank  that  Bill  Bailey 
of  KIKK  came  into  the  Dome  with.

We  were  pissed,  really,  because 
Marty  Manning  and  I  had  discussed 
the  same  idea  four  months  ago,  in 
his  presence.  (But  I  had  turned  my 
intentions  into  reality  and  had  pre- 
pared a  genuine  car.) 

The  tank  made  three  passes  over 
a  car  which  was  left  on  the  track, 
smashing  it  totally  flat  to  the 
ground.  It  looked  like  a  beer  can 
that  had  been  run  over  by  a  truck. 
The  tank  was  then  disqualified  and 
the  race  was  on. 

There  was  a  great  burst  of  noise 
as  18  cars  cranked  over.  The  green 
flag  went  down  and  I  made  the 
first  move.  I  dropped  my  car  into 
reverse,  floored  the  gas  and  mashed 
the  ass  end  of  my  car  into  Dave 
Ward  from  Channel  13. 

After  this,  my  memory  is  kind  of 
sketchy.  I  was  mashing  everything 
in  sight.  The  noise  level  was  deafen- 
ing. I  knocked  out  several  big  name 
drivers'  cars,  including  Doug  Brown 
from  Channel  1 1  and  Bill  Bailey 
from  KIKK. 

I  lasted  about  20  minutes  before 
my  starter  failed.  I  tried  everything, 
but  my  car  just  wouldn't  start.  So  I 
pieced    myself    together    and    pro- 
ceeded to  climb  out  of  my  moon 
roof. 

I    sat    on    the    roof   for    a   few 
minutes  and  looked  over  the  battle- 
ground of  dead  cars. 

After   my   car   quit,   there  were 
only  four  cars  left.  They  were  most- 
ly chasing  each  other  around.  When 
it   was   finally   over,  weird  Harold 
Gunn   from   Channel  39  had  won. 

Press  picture  taking  was  the  next 
thing.  Then  we  all  went  back  to  the 
press  box  and  got  stoned. 

The  next  day  I  found  out  I  had  a 
broken  finger  and  a  sprained  back. 
Which  just  goes  to  show  you,  don't 
go  stickin'  your  finger  in  someone 
else's  behind. 

Next    we   have  a  report  on  the 
Magic  Cowboy 's  big  event  for  Febru- 
ary, a  visit  by  Willie  Nelson. 

Willie  Nelson,  the  king  of  Texas 
country  music,  will  be  at  KPFT  on 
Feb.  1 2  for  most  of  the  afternoon 
and  evening  (provided  we  are  back 
on  the  air  by  then).  Willie  will  be 


interviewed  by  Good  Ole  Uncle  Bob 
as  they  play  and  discuss  all  of  his 
records  from  the  beginning  to  the 
present. 

The   entire   show   will   be  video- 
taped  and  monitored  for  possible 
inclusion  in  a  film  later  this  year, 
and    Uncle    Bob    reports   that   the 
event  may  even  be  catered  by  Bar- 
bara. 

The    following    night,    Feb.    13, 
Willie  Nelson  will  be  performing  at 
Gilley's  Club  and,  once  again,  the 
Magic  Cowboys  will  hold  a  drawing 
for   "A  Night   on  the  Town  with 
Willie  Nelson." 

This  time  three  couples  will  be 
selected  for  a  night  of  free  booze 
and   entertainment   at   Gilley's,   in- 
cluding a  personal  introduction  to 
Willie  Nelson.  Of  these  three,  two 
will  be  selected  in  a  straight  draw- 
ing and  the  third  will  be  picked  for 
having  the  weirdest  post  card.  All 
entries   should    be    on    post   cards 
addressed    to:  WILLIE    NELSON 
CONTEST,    c/o    Magic    Cowboys, 
419  Lovett  Blvd.,  Houston,  77006.

Yes,  We're  Still  Here! 


DESPITE  CALAMITIES  OF  A 
NATURAL  AND  UNNATURAL  NATURE, 
KPFT  LIVES  ON  STILL  . . .

When  did  I  first  realize  how  big  a 
job  it  was  going  to  be?  About  the 
time  Walter,  who  has  taken  care  of 
the  Atlanta  Life  Insurance  building 
for  22  years,  told  us  we  had  to  leave 
the  second  floor  as  we  found  it.  Not 
just  clean  it  up  mind  you  but  re- 
move any  and  all  traces  that  KPFT 
ever  existed  in  that  space.  Knock 
down  the  control  room  and  the 
studio  (which  were  simply  two  little 
boxes  inside  a  large  room);  dis- 
mantle the  production  room  (which 
after  five  years  had  just  approached 
completion);  remove  the  edit  booths 
which  had  been  built  in  the  front 
office  area  to  give  the  news  depart- 
ment a  quiet  space;  pull  up  the  car- 
pet and  take  up  the  spring  mounted 
floors. 

Others  had  done  it  before  us, 
Walter  explained.  That  same  floor 
had  housed  an  artist's  studio  with 
bamboo  curtains  between  rooms. 
It  was  once  the  local  Texas  State 
Agriculture  Dept.  with  offices  where 
our  studios  had  been.  It  had  served 
as  a  school,  as  well  as  a  black  boxing 
gymnasium  whose  locker  room  was 
in  our  production  studio. 

Yet,  unlike  a  city  which  builds 
upon  the  rubble  of  the  past,  all 
these  former  incarnations  had  been 
removed  down  to  the  last  carpet 
tack,  and  now  we  were  destined  to 
do  the  same. 

It  was  just  about  a  day  later- 
when  I  was  over  at  the  new  house  at 
419  Lovett  telling  Danny  about  this 
latest  development  downtown  and 
what  was  involved  that  I  found  out 
that  instead  of  the  $25,000  which 
we  anticipated  having  in  the 
construction  account,  cash-in-hand 
stood'  at  about  $3,000.  That  was 
all  we  had  for  him.  So  instead  of 
contracting  the  job  and  having  him 
keep  an  eye  on  it,  we  now  faced  do- 
ing it  all  ourselves  and  relying  on 
volunteer  consultants  and  crafts- 
men. 


It    became   like   a  war  on   two 


fronts:  the  destruction  crew,  work- 
ing with  crowbars  and  sledgeham- 
mers downtown  in  the  sheetrock 
mines,  and  the  construction  pro- 
ceeding at  a  staggered  pace  over  at 
the  Lovett  house,  where  18  hour 
days  with  no  heat  took  its  toll  on 
more  than  a  few  workers. 

Somewhere  in  there  we  actually 
got  moved.  All  the  furniture,  file 
cabinets,  safes,  records,  tapes,  paper- 
work, and  electronic  equipment  ac- 
tually got  to  the  new  house  and 
began  to  get  installed.  Many  of  the 
desks  were  too  large  and  had  to  be 
taken  apart  to  fit  upstairs  and  there 
really  was  no  place  to  put  records 
since  the  control  room  was  still  un- 
finished. 

But  somehow  it  all  fit,  and  as 
floors  and  desks  got  re  finished,  and 
rooms  painted,  we  started  filling  up 
the  offices  on  the  second  floor.  It 
began  to  look  more  and  more  like 
our  home  with  the  phones  singing 
their  reggae  tones  and  the  birds  rest- 
ing on  the  trees  out  the  window. 
But  it  still  wasn't  a  radio  station.  We 
still  were  unable  to  broadcast  on  a 
regular  basis,  for  reasons  explained 
by  Joe  Bleakie  on  the  next  page. 

While  all  this  was  going  on,  work 
was  continuing  downtown  in  spurts. 
After  the  first  week  we  began  to  re- 
alize what  an  enormous  ordeal  we 
faced.  It  was  a  job  100  people  could 
have  made  easy,  but  only  10  were 
there  to  do  it. 


Finally,  Marty  called  a  halt  and 
got  in  touch  with  Olshan's  to  see  if 
they'd  finish  it  for  us  as  a  gesture  of 
good  will  or  a  tax  writeoff  or  some- 
thing. When  the  adjustor  finally 
showed  up,  he  priced  it  at  $2300, 
a  bit  beyond  our  means. 

It  fell  back  on  our  motley  crew, 
who  worked  till  they  dropped.  The 
sheetrock  which  was  piled  knee 
deep  in  places  was  all  loaded  up  and 
taken  to  the  dump.  The  lumber  was 
donated  to  Liberty  Hall  so  they 
could  make  some  alterations,  the 
glass  is  being  used  in  the  new 
studios,  and  the  floor  springs  have 
been  saved  for  resale.  The  whole 
project  was  completed  at  about 
4  a.m.  on  Jan.  21  when  the  last 
1 6-foot  stakebed  was  emptied  at  the 
dump,  making  a  staggering  total  of 
over  5400  cubic  feet  of  trash  which 
had  been  carted  off. 

Meanwhile,  the  Lovett  studios 
moved  right  along  as  sheetrockers 
gave  way  to  air  conditioning  men 
who  made  room  for  finish  carpen- 
ters and  glazers;  while  ceilings  got 
hung  and  insulated  walls  went  up 
turning  rooms  into  accoustical  de- 
lights and  empty  space  into  record 
and  tape  shelves.  KPFT  has  arrived 
thanks  to  the  incredible  energies  of 
staff  and  non-staff  alike  who  were 
there  when  they  were  needed.

Not  that  it  was  all  just  a  bunch 
of  martyrs  or  anything.  There  were 
a  lot  of  good  times  mixed  in  with 
that  effort,  including  fountain 
breaks  beneath  the  magnolia  limbs 
in  the  backyard,  a  venison  roast 
and  barbeque  which  coincided  with 
the  tower  raising,  Danny's  birthday 
party  featuring  a  cake  in  the  shape 
of  the  house,  Marty's  pre-birthday 
vegetarian  spaghetti  and  fudge  cake 
celebration,  pot  luck  dinners,  cases 
of  beer,  empanada  lunches...  and  on 
the  last  day  of  the  move,  as  the  last 
desk  was  moved  inside,  Liselott 
treated  us  all  by  walking  in  with 
enough  East  Prussian  pea  stew  to 
feed  everyone  twice  and  still  carry 
some  home. 

The  house  has  good  spirits  and  in 
the  next  few  months  we'll  be  using 
that  energy  to  sound  as  good  as  we 
look.  You  can  keep  our  Japanese 
office  phones  (we  bought  them 
rather  than  leasing  Bell  equipment) 
bleating  their  reggae  beat  by  phon- 
ing in  subscriptions  at  529-4951. 
Or  better  yet,  come  by  and  visit  so 
we  can  show  off  for  you.  But  at  the 
very  least  keep  listening  for  us  and 
know  we're  doing  our  best  to  get 
back  to  you.

THAT'S  ALL  THERE  IS  TO  IT! 


THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER  EXPLAINS  ALL  ...  A  BIZARRE  PATTERN  OF  CIRCUMSTANCES

In  order  for  you  to  receive  KPFT 
on  your  radio,  a  signal  must  be 
transmitted  at  a  frequency  of  90. 1 
megahertz  from  our  main  transmit- 
ter. Usually  the  signal  from  our 
control  room  goes  into  the  stereo 
generator  (another  article  in  it- 
self) and  then  into  our  studio 
transmitter  link  (STL)  transmitter. 
The  STL  is  an  almost-microwave 
(948.5  Mhz)  radio  (WGM-97)  which 
beams  our  signal  out  to  the  main 
transmitter  where  it  is  received  and 
rebroadcast  for  you  to  hear. 

When  we  were  downtown,  we 
had  a  small  tower  atop  the  building 
which  held  the  microwave  dish  high 
enough  so  that  no  other  buildings 
were  in  the  way  of  the  signal. 

Allied  Tower  Co.,  who  owns  the 
tower  for  our  main  transmitter, 
donated  a  100-foot  tower  for  use 
at  the  new  location.  The  tower  is 
only  half  way  up  as  of  this  writ- 
ing    (Jan.  29). 

Because  we  anticipated  possible 
delays  in  getting  our  STL  set  up, 
we  ordered  a  single  private  phone 
line  from  the  phone  company,  fi- 
guring we  could  go  on  broadcasting 
in  mono  if  necessary. 

This  private  line,  plus  all  our 
remote  broadcast  lines  (to  Liberty 
Hall,  Anderson  Fair,  Sugarhill  Stu- 
dios, etc),  plus  a  line  to  remote 
control  our  transmitter  from  the 
studio  were  all  ordered  in  mid- 
November,  with  assurances  from 
Bell  that  our  old  deposit  would 
transfer  and  we  would  have  the 
lines   by   Jan.    1,    1975. 

Because  of  previous  problems 
with  phone  company  service,  we 
decided  to  buy  and  install  our  own 
telephone  system  at  the  new  house. 
By  all  indications,  phone  company 
reaction  to  this  was  not  good. 
Soon  after,  we  were  told  we  had 
to  pay  a  new  $250  deposit  on  our 
remote  circuits.  After  days  of  argu- 
ing, we  finally  paid  (without  yet 
getting  back  our  old  deposit).  All 
of  this  pushed  the  due  date  on  the 
circuits  to  Jan.  6  and  then  to 
Jan.  10.  We  got  a  program  line 
on  Jan.  14  (a  low  quality  line,  not 
what  we  ordered)  and  are  still 
waiting  for  our  remote  control 
line    as   of   the    end    of   January. 

A  remote  control  line  allows  us 
to  operate  the  main  transmitter 
without  anyone  out  there.  It  also 
sends  back  telemetry  from  the 
transmitter  on  the  same  line.  The 
FCC  requires  us  to  log  the  trans-

mitter  voltage,  current  and  power 
once  every  three  hours. 

The  phone  company  gave  us  a 
remote  control  line  about  Jan.  20, 
but  it  only  gave  us  control  and  no 
telemetry.  They  are  still  trying  to 
reengineer  the  line,  while  we  wait. 

Now  we  didn't  want  to  leave  all 
of  you,  our  sponsors,  out  on  a 
string  with  no  radio,  so  we  took 
turns  baby-sitting  the  transmitter 
while  the  station  broadcasted  in 
mono  with  AM  quality  (no  high 
frequencies  because  of  the  unequal-

ized  phone  lines  we  were  using  to 
transmit   our  program  over).  This 
baby-sitting   went  on  for  a  week, 
at  night  only,  until  Murphy's  Law 
stepped  in. 

Murphy's   Law   states  that  any- 
thing  that  can  possibly  go  wrong 
will    go    wrong   when    you    least 
expect    it.   Our   transmitter   broke 
down. 

Our  transmitter  is  a  Collins  830 
F-1B  10  kilowatt  FM  broadcast 
transmitter.  It  pumps  10,000  watts 
of  radio  energy   through  500  feet 


of  pressurized  transmission  line  to 
our  antenna,  which  hangs  500  feet 
up  the  main  tower.  A  little  of  this 
10,000  watts  is  lost  in  the  line  and 
what  gets  through  is  multiplied  by 
5.4  by  the  antenna.  This  give  you 
approximately  49,000  watts  for  the 
station's  power  (compared  to 
100,000  watts  for  seven  of  our  com- 
mercial brothers  broadcasting  off 
750-foot  One  Shell  Plaza). 

The  transmission  line  is  a  three 
and  one-eighth  inch  copper  pipe 
with  a  one-inch  pipe  running  down 
the  center.  The  signal  travels  on  the 
outside  surface  of  the  inner  con- 
ductor and  on  the  inner  surface  of 
the  outer  conductor.  Ten  pounds  of 
nitrogen  gas  in  the  transmission  line 
keeps  moisture   and  contaminants 

out.  Somehow,  way  up  at  the  top, 
a  leak  developed.  We  made  a 
termporary  patch,  but  there  was  still 
a  problem  up  there  because  we 
could  not  get  the  transmitter  back 
up  to  full  power.  We  broadcast  for 
another  week  at  low  power  at  night 
only. 

Meanwhile,    the    station's    Engi- 
neering      Department,       already 
swamped  with  things  to  do,  figured 
that  we  couldn't  get  full  power  be- 
cause we  had  damaged  our  2-year- 
old,  big-momma  transmitter  tube. 
So    we    ordered    a     rebuilt     one 
for   $225.   When  it  came,  we  got 
10,000  watts  out  of  the  transmit- 
ter, but  at  the  same  time,  caused 
terminal  damage  to  the  section  of 
line  which  was  leaking.  So  now  we 
must  replace  the  very  top  section 
before   we   can   return  to  the  air 
(sorry,    folks).    Hopefully,    it    will 

be  done  by  the  time  you  read  this 
little  story. 

Oh   yeah,   almost   forgot   about 
our    little    Catch-22     series.    The 

people  who  repair  transmission 
lines  500-feet  up  are  the  same 
people  putting  up  our  utile  tower 
in  the  back  yard,  and  they  can  only 
work  in  one  place  at  a  time  even 
though  they  do  have  wings.  And 
they  need  good  weather  to  do  it. 
Also,  the  phone  company  says 
that  they  have  no  available  cables 
for  our  remote  control  line  from 
here  to  the  transmitter  except  the 
one  we  are  using  for  a  program  line. 
So  when  we  get  our  microwave 
tower  up,  after  our  main  trans- 
mitter gets  fixed,  we  can  let  Bell 
fix  up  that  program  line  so  we  can 
use  it  as  the  remote  control  line. 
If  all  this  confuses  you,  think  what 
I  have  to  go  through  every  time 
someone  asks  me,  "When's  the 
radio   gonna    be    fixed.    Chief?"

•  San  Antonio  City  Councilman 
Alvin  Padilla's  local  machine  shop 
received  orders  for  more  than 
$150,000  in  sheet  metal  parts  over 
the  past  two  years  from  Western 
Electric,  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary 
of  AT&T.  Padilla  said  he  has 
informed  his  fellow  councilmen  of 
the  contribution  and  will  not  vote 
on  a  pending  $5  million  rate  in- 
crease. 

•  In  Austin,    Mayor   Pro-Tern 

Dan  Love  resigned  from  the  City 
Council  Jan.  22  after  admitting 
that  his  public  relations  firm  re- 
ceived contracts  from  the  phone 
company  in  1973.  The  city  charter 
prohibits  city  officials  from  doing 
business  with  city  franchise  holders. 
Love  was  one  of  several  former  and 
present  Austin  councilmen  whom 
former  Bell  Austin  Division  Mana- 
ger Bill  Holman  named  in  San  Anto- 
nio court  documents  as  having  re- 
ceived business  or  campaign  contri- 
butions designed  to  buy  their  votes. 

•  In  Fort  Worth,  Southwestern 
Division  Manager  Bill  Serrault  ac- 
knowledged that  prior  to  a  1973 
city  council  election,  he  collected 
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about  $1000  from  10  to  20  com- 
pany employees,  some  from  Dallas, 
and  presented  it  to  then-City 
Councilman  Taylor  Gandy  "to  be 
distributed  the  way  he  felt  it  could 
best  be  used." 

Gandy,  a  lawyer  who  said  he  also 
handled  "minor  court  cases"  for 
Southwestern,  gave  $1000  to  Mayor 
Sharkey  Stovall's  campaign  and. 
$100  to  that  of  Councilman  Henry 
Meadows.  Serrault  said 'some  of  the 
contributors  funnelled  the  money 
through  Gandy  "to  avoid  having 
their  names  linked  to  contributions" 
because  they  didn't  want  it  to  ap- 
pear they  were  using  their  positions 
to  influence  candidates.  A  $22.5 
million  rate  increase  is  pending  in 
Fort  Worth. 

•  Dallas  Mayor  Pro-Tern  George 
Allen  owns  13  percent  of  a  jani- 
torial firm  that  has  held  contracts 
to  clean  two  Southwestern  Bell 
buildings    since    1972. 

In  addition,  Southwestern  Bell 
gave  one  of  Allen's  partners  in  the 
firm,  David  Vancronkhite,  a  six- 
month  contract  last  October  to 
help  the  company  sell  its  pending 
$23.3  million  rate  increase  to  the 
Dallas  city  council.  Neither  Allen, 
Vancronkhite  nor  the  phone  com- 
pany would  say  how  much  money 
is  involved  in  the  contracts. 

Allen's  firm  held  the  contracts 
when  he' voted  in  favor  of  a  rate 
increase  for  Southwestern  in  1972, 
and  he  said  he  plans  to  vote  on  the 
pending  increase.  "No  one  has 
ever  been  able  to  influence  my 
vote,"   he   said. 

It's  "entirely  conceivable"  that 
the  SEC  investigation  and  charges 
by  Ashley,  Gravitt  and  Ryan  that 
activities  they  allege  permeate  the 
Bell  system  could  imperil  AT&T's 
$718  million  interstate  rate  increase 
set  to  go  into  effect  March  4,  said 
Ruth  Reed,  acting  chief  of  the 
FCC's  tariffs  and  services  division 
in  Washington,  D.C. 

But  Mrs.  Reed  said  that  would 
happen  only  if  the_  commission 
decides  to  hold  a  hearing  on  the 
proposal,  which  otherwise  takes 
effect  automatically.  And  she  said 
no  objections  to  the  rate  increase 
had  been  filed,  as  of  this  writing. 
The  deadline  for  such  filings  was 
Jan.  28. 

Short  of  that,  the  greatest  impli- 
cation of  the  case  for  Texas  is  the 
prospect  that  it  will  lead  to  utilities 
regulation  in  the  state.  Texas  is 
the  only  state  which  does  not  regu- 
late phone  service. 

On  Jan.  16,  the  State  Senate's 
consumer  affairs  subcommittee  won 
approval  of  a  $27,832  budget  to 
hire  two  investigators,  an  account- 
ant, and  a  utility  consultant  to  look 
into  Southwestern  Bell's  operations. 

Lt.  Gov.  Bill  Hobby  said  com- 
pany representatives  told  him 
recently  that  they  have  dropped 
their  traditional  opposition  to  state- 
wide telephone  regulation.  "I  think 
we'll  have  phone  regulation  this 
session  [of  the  legislature],"  Hobby 
said.  "This  appears  to  be  an  idea 
that's  time  has  come."
